Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of 
Sanitary  Work  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1907. 

During  the  year,  917  deaths  occurred  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district,  of  which  893  took  place 
within  the  district  and  24  without,  and  1,809  births 
were  registered. 

The  death  rate  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  was  17*52  per  thousand  of  population, 
against  19*73,  the  average  for  the  previous  twenty- 
seven  years.  For  the  first  two  decennial  and 
remaining  seven  years  periods  the  average  rates 
were  respectively  20*20,  19*79  and  18*76. 


The  birth  rate  was  34*56  per  thousand  of 
population,  against  39*22,  the  average  for  the 
previous  twenty-seven  years.  For  the  first  two 
decennial  and  remaining  seven  years  periods  the 
average  rates  were  respectively  40*93,  39*07 
and  37*10. 

The  death  rate  is  50*66  per  cent,  of  the  birth 
rate,  against  45*56,  the  average  for  the  previous 
twenty-seven  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
was  456,  being  49*72  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
against  51*17,  the  average  for  the  previous  twenty- 
seven  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  one 
thousand  births  was  162,  against  170,  the  average 
for  the  previous  twenty-six  years. 

Twenty-two  deaths  were  of  persons  over  eighty 
years  of  age,  four  of  them  over  ninety : ten  males 
with  an  average  of  85*2  years,  and  twelve  females 
with  an  average  of  83*0  years. 

277  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  229  in 
the  second,  190  in  the  third  and  221  in  the  fourth. 

Fifty  -eight  deaths  were  certified  by  coroner’s 
inquest  or  order  and  one  death  was  registered  as 
uncertified. 

Thirty-nine  deaths  occurred  at  the  Union 
Workhouse,  thirty-four  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  district  and  five  of  persons  not  belonging  to 
the  district : two  infants,  three  from  phthisis,  two 
each  from  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  heart  disease  and 
exposure,  one  each  from  influenza,  cancer  and 
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suicide,  and  the  rest,  of  whom  four  were  over 
eighty  and  two  over  ninety,  from  old  age. 

One  death  occurred  at  the  Infectious  Hospital. 

Of  the  twenty-four  deaths  of  persons  occurring 
in  Public  Institutions  beyond  the  district,  four 
were  at  the  County  Asylum,  Sedgefield,  eleven  at 
Sunderland  Infirmary,  six  at  Hartlepool  Hospital, 
and  one  each  at  the  County  Hospital,  Durham, 
Sherburn  Hospital  and  H.M.  Prison,  Durham. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
were  2,00  per  thousand  of  population,  against  2*05, 
the  average  for  the  previous  twenty-six  years.

Small-pox. — No  case  of  this  disease  has 
appeared  in  the  district  since  1905. 

Measles. — The  year  before  had  been  remark- 
ably free  from  this  disease  until  December,  when  it 
appeared  in  epidemic  form  at  Seaham,  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  district,  and  there  it  began 
the  year.  In  February  it  appeared  at  Wingate  and 
from  these  two  centres  spread  steadily  over  the 
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whole  district,  attacking  each  village  with  nearly 
equal  severity.  It  attained  its  height  in  the  second 
quarter,  in  the  third  it  reached  its  limit  and  in  the 
fourth  it  had  practically  disappeared.  There  was, 
as  usual,  abundant  pabulum  for  its  display,  which 
as  near  as  can  be  estimated  extended  to  over  three 
thousand  cases  and  gave  a case  mortality  of  1 
per  cent.  This  was  not  equal  over  the  whole 
district,  but  varied  with  the  weather,  which  was 
unusually  cold.  The  fatal  cases  resulted  mostly 
from  pulmonary  sequelae  and  all  but  one  were  of 
children  under  five  years.  Many  schools  were 
closed  by  your  Authority,  frequently  with  benefit. 
This  is  most  marked  in  fine  weather,  which, 
unfortunately,  did  not  much  obtain  during  the 
existence  of  the  epidemic. 

Scarlet  Fever. — As  has  been  previously 
observed,  this  disease  is  a constant  visitor  both  as 
to  time  and  locality,  sometimes  having  a bare 
existence,  again  bursting  out  into  epidemic  form  in 
localities  that  have  been  clear  for  some  time.  The 
year  began  with  a rather  strong  incidence  in 
Wingate  and  Hutton  Henry.  After  January  it 
almost  disappeared  from  the  whole  district  until 
September,  when  it  suddenly  lighted  up,  mostly  at 
Shotton,  Haswell  and  Thornley  localities  where  its 
incidence  had  been  less  marked  the  previous  year, 
and  in  these  places  its  appearance  continued 
with  considerable  profuseness  during  the  remaining 
months.  Generally  no  village  is  exempt,  but  this 
year,  curiously,  Murton  only,  a large  village,  had 
not  a single  case.  The  case  mortality,  which  had 
for  many  years  been  on  a steady  decline  till  1905, 
when  it  was  nil , rose  again  in  1906,  when  it  was  3T 
per  cent.,  and  this  year  with  practically  the  same 
number  of  cases  the  mortality  was  2 '6  per  cent., 
and  mostly  from  subsequent  renal  complications, 
shewing  that  the  type  of  the  disease  is  becoming  of 
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a milder  nature  and  that  by  the  exercise  of  due 
care  fatal  terminations  should  now  be  insignificant. 
From  Shotton,  where  the  greatest  incidence 
occurred,  a large  number  were  at  the  outset  sent 
to  hospital  in  the  hope  of  checking  its  career,  but 
this  proved  abortive.  The  promiscuous  mixing  in 
infected  houses  makes  any  attempt  at  its  extinction 
hopeless. 

Whooping-cough. — In  1906  this  was  fairly 
prevalent  in  the  whole  district  and  epidemic  at 
Haswell.  During  the  year  it  spread  generally 
throughout  the  district,  more  markedly  in  the 
larger  villages  contiguous  to  Haswell,  Shotton 
particularly,  where  the  fatal  cases  were  most 
numerous.  These  were  mostly  from  the  usual 
sequelae  and,  except  in  one  case,  all  of  children 
under  five  years. 

Diphtheria. — This  disease,  formerly  a rare 
visitor,  has  now  for  several  years  been  an  established 
resident  in  the  County.  No  season,  no  locality  is 
exempt.  The  number  of  cases  is  an  increase  on 
any  previous  year.  It  is  still  a very  fatal  disease 
though  not  so  much  as  before  the  introduction  of 
antitoxin.  No  rule  can  be  formulated  connecting 
its  appearance  with  any  climatic  condition.  It  is 
erratic  both  as  to  extent  and  severity.  This  may  be 
partly  due  to  different  ideas  as  to  what  constitutes 
the  disease,  varying  from  a slight  throat  trouble  to 
a rapidly  fatal  case.  Verification  by  bacteriological 
examination  is  by  no  means  universal,  and  the 
frequency  with  which  the  bacillus  can  be  found 
with  little  apparent  symptoms  does  not  make  the 
mystery  any  clearer.  The  case  mortality  for  the 
whole  district  was  18  01  per  cent.,  while  in  the 
different  localities  it  varied  from  nil  to  57  per  cent., 
and  the  attack  rate,  bearing  no  relation  to  severity, 
varied  from  0*35  to  4*43.  The  following  table 
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shews  the  number  of  cases,  attack  rate  per  thousand 
of  population  and  case  mortality  per  cent.

The  111  cases  appeared  in  ninety  households, 
fifteen  of  them  having  multiple  cases.  Nine  only 
of  these  could  be  described  as  dirty,  and  marked 
sanitary  defects  immediately  associated  with  the 
dwellings  could  be  clearly  found  in  thirteen  cases. 
The  origin  of  all  must  of  necessity  have  been  by 
infection  either  by  direct  contact  from  an  existing 
case  or  by  infected  material.  In  a few  instances 
this  was  exactly  ascertained,  but  in  the  majority  it 
can  never  be  with  certainty  determined.  Generally 
the  greatest  severity  was  associated  with  the 
smallest  number  of  cases  in  any  given  locality,  but 
frequently  indications  of  possible  origin  followed 
up  lead  to  the  discovery  of  conditions  where 
sanitary  improvements  were  required.  School 
attendance  was  clearly  responsible  in  some  cases, 
and  from  two  schools  where  it  was  strongly 
suspected,  but  not  proved,  samples  of  dust  were 
submitted  to  bacteriological  tests,  but  with  negative 
results.  As  usual,  a few  get  mixed  up  with 
scarlatina  and  measles  when  either  of  these  co-exist. 

The  cases  in  the  different  localities  were  : — At 
Easington,  three : two  in  one  house,  with  good 
surroundings  and  no  history ; and  one  near  to  a 
smelling  drain  trap  that  had  dried  during  the  warm 
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weather.  Haswell,  twenty-nine  : six  of  these  were 
isolated  in  clean  houses,  with  only  a possible  origin 
in  one  case  ; eight  were  in  a cluster  of  houses, 
mostly  poor,  dirty,  damp  and  badly  drained ; eight 
were  associated  with  temporary  defects  of  drainage; 
five  in  most  satisfactory  surroundings,  with  sus- 
picions as  to  school  attendance ; one  near  to  a 
cesspool ; and  one  from  outside.  Shotton,  twenty- 
seven  : these  were  mostly  mild,  often  in  new 
houses  with  most  satisfactory  sanitary  surroundings 
but  personally  very  dirty ; a few  associated  with 
blocked  sinks ; one  imported ; and  some  with  no 
trace  of  origin.  Castle  Eden  group,  eleven  : two 
in  a most  sanitary  house,  from  infection  that  could 
not  be  traced;  one  from  a dirty  house,  giving  origin 
to  a second  by  contact  in  school ; three  very  mild, 
in  clean  houses ; four  in  dirty  houses,  from  one 
source  that  could  not  be  traced.  Murton,  seven  : 
these  were  all  in  clean  houses,  and  though  one  was 
overcrowded  no  second  case  occurred  in  any,  their 
origin  was  clearly  infection  from  imported  town 
manure.  Thornley,  nine : two  in  a clean  house, 
with  no  history;  one  from  these  by  direct  infection; 
one  probably  from  the  same ; three  with  dirty 
surroundings  and  defective  sanitary  conditions ; 
one  adult,  with  no  history  ; and  one  associated  with 
scarlatina.  Wingate,  thirteen  : seven  mild,  mostly 
in  clean  houses,  with  no  traceable  history ; two 
severe,  imported  from  outside ; three  perfectly 
isolated,  with  good  surroundings  and  no  origin  that 
could  be  detected ; one  in  a house  with  scarlatina. 
Hutton  Henry,  two  : one  with  a clear  history  of 
intimate  connection  with  cesspool  refuse  ; another 
most  probably  from  a similar  source.  Seaham,  ten  : 
all  well-marked  cases,  one  from  imported  town 
manure  and  separate ; the  rest  were  closely 
associated,  had  mixed  in  their  houses  and  in 
school,  which  accounted  for  some  of  the  spread. 
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These  and  some  others  of  obscure  origin  were  in 
houses  alongside  a highway  much  frequented  by 
tramps,  a well-known  source  of  infection  though 
not  easily  discovered. 

Membranous  Croup. — Five  cases  of  this  were 
notified,  four  of  them  very  young,  and  all  fatal. 
Two  of  these  were  most  probably  diphtheria. 
Under  this  head  are  often  embraced  cases  which, 
more  properly,  should  be  classed  as  capillary 
bronchitis  or  laryngissimus  stridulus. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  prevalence  of  unusually 
cold  weather  throughout  the  year,  a condition  not 
favourable  to  the  development  of  this  disease,  has 
resulted  in  a record  minimum  as  to  amount  and  a 
severity  much  below  the  average.  Its  incidence 
was  most  irregular  in  the  localities,  varying  from 
nil  in  two  to  1*83,  for  the  whole  district  it  was  0*44. 
The  case  mortality  was  17*38  per  cent,  and  including 
continued  fever  16*13  per  cent.  It  varied  from  nil 
in  five  localities  to  100  per  cent.,  but  this  conveys 
little  information  as  the  numbers  were  so  small. 
The  twenty-three  cases  occurred  in  twenty  house- 
holds, indicating  as  many  origins  and  little  evident 
direct  infection.  Half  of  the  cases  were  in  May 
and  June,  and  the  absence  of  cases  in  autumn  is 
phenomenal  and  demonstrates  clearly  how  much 
its  regular  appearance  is  dependent  on  climatic 
conditions.  A larger  proportion  than  usual  were 
in  markedly  dirty  houses ; only  one  could  be 
associated  with  poverty.  Two  only  were  clearly 
brought  ill  from  outside  the  district.  Beyond  this, 
although  under  investigation  various  insanitary 
conditions  were  discovered,  the  specific  origin, 
though  suspected  as  possible,  could  not  in  any 
instance  be  clearly  and  satisfactorily  demonstrated. 
A larger  proportion  than  usual  were  well  marked, 
and  the  number  of  very  doubtful  cases  that  get 
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mixed  up  with  influenza  or  cerebral  affections,  as 
ascertained  by  the  courtesy  of  the  attendant 
practitioner,  was  less  than  usual.  The  proportion 
among  youths  and  adults  was  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  No  case  could  be  traced  to  a 
polluted  water  or  milk  supply.  The  following  table 
shews  the  number  of  cases,  the  attack  rate  per 
thousand  of  population  and  the  case  mortality  per 
cent,  in  the  district  since  the  adoption  of  the 
Notification  Act.

Their  occurrence  and  distribution  in  the 
district  were : — In  January,  two : both  at  Shotton, 
one  in  a dirty,  damp  and  overcrowded  house,  the 
other  mild,  in  a fairly  clean  house,  with  no  history. 
In  February,  none.  In  March,  one  which  had 
been  taken  into  the  Workhouse  ill  after  being  in 
different  lodgings  where  nothing  could  be  dis- 
covered. In  April,  two,  at  Seaham,  both  from 
clean  houses,  with  no  history,  and  neither  clearly 
defined.  In  May,  six : three  at  Seaham,  all  in 
clean  houses  with  most  satisfactory  surroundings, 
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quite  unconnected  with  each  other,  but  one  in  a 
house  where  there  had  been  a case  the  previous 
month ; one  at  Murton,  preceded  by  pneumonia, 
most  probably  of  septic  origin  ; one  at  Thornley  in 
dirty  and  poverty-stricken  surroundings ; one  at 
Shotton  in  satisfactory  surroundings  and  probably 
infected  from  outside.  In  June,  five : two  at 
Seaham,  both  with  good  surroundings,  one  in  a 
clean  the  other  in  a dirty  house,  but  otherwise 
with  no  history ; two  at  Murton  in  a house  where 
there  had  previously  been  a case  and,  though 
clean,  clearly  due  to  infection  ; one  at  Horden  in 
a good  house  with  no  trace  as  to  history.  In  July, 
three  : two  at  Seaham,  both  well  marked,  mild  and 
with  no  history,  one  in  a clean  the  other  in  a 
dirty  house  ; one  at  Trimdon  who  came  home  ill 
from  infection  outside.  In  August,  none.  In 
September,  two : one  at  Castle  Eden,  ill-defined, 
with  nothing  to  connect  it  with  any  surroundings ; 
one  at  Dalton-le-Dale  with  no  trace  of  origin  unless 
proximity  to  a polluted  stream.  In  October,  one 
at  Wingate  in  a dirty  house,  mild,  with  no  history. 
In  November,  one  at  Wingate,  mild,  with  no 
history  and  most  satisfactory  surroundings.  In 
December,  none. 

Continued  Fever. — Eight  of  these : four  in 
young  persons,  one  fatal,  all  the  rest  mild  and  not 
connected  with  any  enteric  cases,  nor  at  the  season 
when  they  mostly  occurred,  and  not  specially 
associated  with  insanitary  conditions. 

Diarrhoea. — Similarly  to  the  kindred  enteric 
fever  the  amount  of  this  was  unusually  slight.  The 
deaths  were  3‘05  per  cent,  of  total  deaths,  against 
5*30,  the  average  for  the  preceding  twenty-four 
years,  and  including  enteritis  the  percentage  of 
total  deaths  was  4T4 — among  the  lowest  on  record, 


78  per  cent,  were  of  children  under  five  years,  a 
higher  proportion  of  adults  suffering  from  this  than 
usual.  Unlike  all  previous  experience  its  occur- 
rence was  nearly  equally  spread  over  the  whole 
year  and  therefore  much  less  epidemic  in  its  nature. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  proportion  of  cases 
to  births  was  0T1  per  cent.,  against  0’33,  the 
average  for  the  previous  fourteen  years.  The 
mortality,  including  all  septic  cases,  was  50  per 
cent.,  against  53  for  the  same  period.  One  was  in 
a case  first  attended  to  by  a midwife,  the  other 
in  a house  where  there  had  been  scarlet  fever. 
The  cases  were  not  connected  and  preventive 
precautions  were  employed  in  each.  The  small 
number  shews  great  improvement  in  this  depart- 
ment and  is  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  deaths  from  phthisis  were  0'76  per 
thousand  of  population ; from  other  tubercular 
diseases,  0*70 ; and  from  all  other  respiratory 
diseases,  2*98.  These  figures  continue  to  be 
increasingly  favourable. 

House  Accommodation. — During  the  year 
your  Building  Plans  Committee  have  passed  plans 
for  351  houses  at  the  following  places: — Seaton, 
twenty-nine  houses,  self-contained,  of  a superior 
type,  mostly  occupied  by  better-class  workmen 
who  are  the  owners;  New  Seaham,  twenty-six 
houses  of  different  kinds  to  be  let  to  workpeople; 
Murton,  eight  houses,  same  class,  and  one  shop 
with  adjoining  house;  South  Hetton,  four  houses 
of  a better  class  to  be  occupied  by  the  owners,  and 
new  County  Council  Schools ; Shotton,  two  trades- 
men’s houses  with  shops  combined,  and  eighty-four 
houses  by  the  Colliery  Company  for  the  use  of 
their  workmen,  of  a very  good  type,  with  four  and 
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five  rooms,  bath,  enclosed  concrete-laid  yard, 
ash-closet,  trapped  sink  and  inspection  chamber ; 
Thornley,  ten  good-class,  substantial  workmen’s 
houses,  some  with  some  without  yards ; Wheatley 
Hill,  four  combined  houses  with  shop,  and  four 
similar  houses,  self-contained,  of  a better  class,  and 
a curatage  ; Wingate,  nine  houses,  including  small 
workmen’s  and  a better  class ; Station  Town,  three 
villa  residences ; Castle  Eden,  seven  semi-detached 
villas  for  middle-class  occupation ; Trimdon,  six 
self-contained,  better-class  workmen’s  houses  ; 
Horden,  eight  tradesmen’s  shops  with  good  houses 
attached,  of  six  and  eight  rooms,  and  145  houses 
by  the  Colliery  Company  for  their  workmen,  a very 
good  form  of  modern  house  with  ample  sanitary 
convenience,  similar  to  those  at  Shotton. 

Many  plans  have  also  been  passed  for  alter- 
ations and  additions  to  existing  property. 

Besides  the  increase  of  new  property  there 
has  been  a considerable  amount  of  rebuilding  of 
old  property,  often  from  the  foundations.,  entirely 
new  houses  thus  taking  the  place  of  old.  At 
Thornley  sixty  quite  new  houses  have  been  secured 
in  this  manner.  Raising  the  walls,  re-roofing  and 
repairing  old  property  is  extensively  practised,  with 
the  result  of  considerably  improving  their  accom- 
modation no  doubt,  but  without  totally  pulling  to 
the  ground,  not  often  perfectly  satisfactorily  even 
when  large  sums  of  money  are  expended  in  the 
work.  The  utmost  that  can  be  got  from  old 
property  is  that  the  houses  may  be  dry,  comfortable 
and  free  from  sanitary  defect.  For  the  whole 
of  the  houses  at  Castle  Eden  Foundry  the  old 
conveniences  have  been  removed  and  entirely  new 
structures  erected  to  the  satisfaction  of  your 
Inspector.  At  Seaham  127  privy  ashpits  have 
been  converted  into  ash-closets.  At  Trimdon 
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Foundry  twenty-five  ash-closets  have  been  erected 
in  place  of  defective  ashpit  privies. 

All  new  streets  are  now  properly  made  with 
paved  footpaths,  kerbecl  channels  and  drainage. 
For  old  streets,  when  the  cost  is  not  prohibitive, 
advantage  is  taken  of  the  Private  Streets  Works 
Act.  Your  Surveyor  has  prepared  plans  for  the 
whole  of  the  village  of  Station  Town  and  application 
has  been  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
the  adoption  of  the  Act.  It  has  also  been  agreed  to 
do  the  same  for  Rodwell  Street,  Trimdon,  jointly 
with  the  Sedgefield  District  Council  in  whose  hands 
the  matter  is  at  present  progressing.  Besides  this 
a fair  amount  of  work  is  done  throughout  the  year 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  older  streets  in  the 
villages  not  embraced  in  the  highways. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — New  sewage 
schemes  for  various  localities  have  been  advanced. 
That  for  Murton  and  Cold  Hesleden,  to  treat  the 
sewage  from  these  villages  formerly  entering 
Dawdon  Burn,  is  now  completed  and  in  working 
order.  It  consists  of  a duplicate  set  of  percolating 
continuous  bacterial  filters.  Two  sets  of  these 
filters  have  been  constructed  for  Castle  Eden,  one 
for  the  village  and  new  schools  and  one  for  the 
Foundry  and  the  houses  beside  the  railway  station. 
For  Trimdon  Foundry  and  Deaf  Hill  a system  has 
been  completed  and  is  now  working  satisfactorily. 
A set  of  filters  has  been  devised  to  replace  the  old 
settling  tanks  receiving  the  sewage  from  the  north- 
ern half  of  Haswell  village,  and  the  contract  has 
been  let.  Schemes  are  under  consideration  for  the 
villages  of  South  Hetton  and  Easington.  Owing  to 
the  irregular  gradients  the  South  Hetton  scheme  will 
have  to  be  done  by  detached  systems.  The  system 
of  filters  for  the  villages  of  Thornley  and  Wheatley 
Hill,  in  use  for  some  time,  has  been  found  made- 
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quate  for  the  work  and  an  expert  has  been  engaged 
to  advise  as  to  their  alteration  and  extension.  At 
the  start  the  effluent  from  these  works  is  never  so 
clear  as  is  to  be  desired,  and  unforeseen  difficulties 
have  to  be  met  by  alterations  requiring  time  and 
labour  before  entire  satisfaction  is  obtained.  At 
your  request  a special  report  was  drawn  up  by 
your  Medical  Officer  and  Surveyor  jointly  on  the 
working  of  the  Bacterial  Percolating  Filters  in 
use  in  the  district,  with  conclusions  as  to  their 
structure  viewed  from  the  standpoints  of  efficiency 
and  economy.  Besides  keeping  in  repair  all 
existing  works  and  relaying  old  sewers  6,070  yards 
of  new  sewers  with  manholes,  inspection  chambers 
and  ventilators  have  been  constructed,  partly  by 
the  permanent  staff  under  your  Surveyor  and  in 
the  case  of  the  larger  schemes  by  letting  out  by 
contract,  at  the  following  places  : — 

Murton. — 1,900  yards  of  12-inch  main  sewer 
pipes  to  convey  the  collected  sewage  to  the 
purifying  filters,  1,390  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  collect- 
ing smaller  branches  and  350  yards  of  6-inch  pipes 
connecting  houses  to  the  larger  collecting  pipes. 

Trimdon. — 200  yards  of  9-inch  sewers  to 
collect  the  house  branches  in  Deaf  Hill  and  300 
yards  of  9-inch  pipes  to  convey  to  the  newly- 
erected  purifying  filter  beds. 

Wingate  Lane. — 60  yards  of  18-inch  pipes 
extending  the  work  of  removing  the  sewage  of  that 
place  and  other  water  a further  distance  from 
inhabited  houses. 

Thornley. — 150  yards  of  6-inch  pipes  to 
connect  new  houses  with  the  sewage  system. 

Castle  Eden. — 250  yards  of  6-inch  pipes  to 
collect  the  drainage  of  the  village  and  the  schools, 
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and  950  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  to  collect  that  and 
the  sewage  from  the  Foundry  and  station  houses 
and  convey  to  the  newly-constructed  purifying 
filters. 

Kelloe  Winning. — 150  yards  of  6-inch  pipes 
with  trapped  sinks  in  the  streets,  taking  the  place 
of  defective  open  channels. 

Seaton. — 120  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  to  connect 
the  new  houses  erected  there  with  the  drainage 
system  of  the  village. 

Haswell. — 250  yards  of  15-inch  pipes  for 
continuing  and  improving  the  present  sewerage 
system. 

Water  Supply. — New  work  in  this  direction 
during  the  year  has  been  very  considerable.  For 
the  colliery  village  of  Horden  a special  system  of 
high-level  water  supply,  by  elevated  closed  boilers, 
for  domestic  consumption  has  been  completed. 
It  is  from  the  magnesian  limestone,  of  excellent 
quality,  laid  on  to  street  hydrants  and  into 
individual  premises  when  desired.  The  whole 
arrangement  is  of  the  most  satisfactory  description. 
The  supply  to  Shotton  Colliery  village  though  good 
in  quality  was  inadequate  in  quantity.  That  has 
now  been  remedied  by  taking  the  supply  wholly 
from  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water 
Company  by  street  hydrants  and  laid  on  to  any 
house  required.  Quantity  and  quality  are  both 
perfectly  satisfactory.  The  supply  to  South  Hetton 
village  has  been  insufficient  and  negotiations  are 
now  in  progress  to  take  a supply  from  the  same 
excellent  source.  Four  samples  from  suspicious, 
shallow  wells  supplying  farms — one  where  cows 
were  kept — were  submitted  to  analysis,  found  to 
be  bad  and  ordered  to  be  discontinued.  Arrange-

merits  are  being  made  for  supplies  from  other 
sources — public  companies  if  possible. 

Insanitary  Property. — Under  the  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act  ten  notices  were  served 
on  owners  for  34  houses  for  defective  sanitary 
conditions  bringing  them  under  that  head  : two  at 
Easington,  small  houses  with  defects  due  to  general 
neglect,  which  were  remedied,  and  one  for  a 
lodging  house  generally  defective,  and  resulting  in 
considerable  improvement ; five  for  old  houses  at 
Wingate,  followed  by  some  improvement ; one  in 
a set  of  farm  buildings  at  Burdon,  which  is  receiv- 
ing attention ; twenty  for  houses  in  Thornley,  six 
defective  in  every  possible  detail,  and  for  the 
improvement  of  which  work  is  now  in  progress, 
one  lot  of  eight  that  are  now  being  entirely  rebuilt, 
one  receiving  attention,  and  five  suffering  from 
general  dilapidation  remaining  in  statu  quo ; five 
at  Shotton  in  one  block,  the  result  awaiting  termin- 
ation of  notice. 

Although  not  many  statutory  notices  have  been 
served  under  the  Act,  your  Council’s  attention  has 
been  much  engaged  in  the  work  of  repairing  and 
improving  old  property  to  bring  it  up  to  present- 
day  sanitary  requirements.  This  has  been  no  easy 
task.  Pressed  on  one  hand  by  insanitary  conditions 
that  demanded  improvement,  and  on  the  other  by 
the  demand  for  housing  accommodation,  partic- 
ularly in  localities  where  for  the  time  occupation 
for  workmen  is  afforded  by  developing  industries, 
your  Council  have  adopted  the  practice  of  issuing 
notices  and  holding  them  in  abeyance  on  condition 
that  works  of  repair  are  being  carried  out.  The 
wisdom  of  this  policy  is  evident  in  the  general 
though  slow  improvements  of  the  older  class  of 
workmen’s  houses  in  the  district  generally.  At 
Hartbushes,  of  four  rows  of  houses  belonging  to  a 
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dismantled  colliery,  the  worst  is  tumbling  down 
and  all  but  four  houses  cannot  be  occupied  without 
being  completely  rebuilt.  Of  the  others,  much 
improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  shape  of 
cement  floors  and  asphalt  footpaths,  two  houses 
converted  into  one,  conversion  of  defective  privy 
ashpits  into  ash-closets  and  drainage  by  trapped 
sinks.  In  some  cases  of  unremunerative  property 
the  owners  have  promised  to  make  improvements 
only  to  the  extent  that  they  might  be  recouped 
by  rent,  and  even  under  these  conditions  much 
has  been  done  and  houses  have  been  secured  by 
workmen  who,  prevented  from  having  them  by 
more  stringent  measures,  could  not  have  obtained 
employment.  At  Shotton  Colliery  village  a large 
number  of  houses  that  have  been  unoccupied  for 
years  are  being  put  into  habitable  repair  under 
conditions  that  have  occasioned  your  Council 
much  trouble  and  anxiety.  A period  was  given 
the  owner  to  put  the  houses  into  proper  repair 
during  the  course  of  which  time  your  Inspector  had 
to  report  monthly  on  the  amount  of  improvement 
made.  Although  at  the  end  of  that  time  the 
improvement  was  not  of  the  amount  demanded, 
the  progress  in  that  direction  was  such  that  your 
Council  considered  an  extension  of  time  justified, 
and  the  result  has  been  certainly  an  increase  of 
housing  accommodation  as  good  probably  as  can 
be  afforded  by  repaired  old  property.  The  work 
of  improving  these  houses  is  still  under  the 
observation  of  your  officers.  At  Wingate  and 
Castle  Eden  improvements  to  old  houses  have 
also  been  made. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  statutory  notices 
have  been  served  on  owners  for  keeping  swine  in  too 
close  proximity  to  dwellings ; for  want  of  sufficient 
drainage  to  properties  both  for  house  drainage  and 
surface  water  improperly  lodging ; open  ashpits 
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objectionably  situated  near  to  the  highway  ; general 
defective  sanitary  conditions  of  workmen’s  houses 
belonging  to  colliery  companies  and  private  owners  ; 
and  for  lack  of  sufficient  water  supply. 

To  accelerate  sanitary  improvements  in  special 
localities  numerous  Sub-committees  have  been 
appointed  for  personal  inspection  along-  with  your 
officers  and  conference  with  owners  or  represent- 
atives as  to  housing  conditions  at  Shotton,  where 
much  old  property  is  being  repaired,  and  Murton, 
where  extensive  improvements  have  been  promised 
in  housing  and  sanitary  coveniences.  At  Thornley, 
as  to  housing  conditions,  the  Company  have  under- 
taken to  rebuild  old  houses  at  a given  rate  and 
thereby  dispense  with  the  adoption  of  Part  III.  of  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  which  for 
local  reasons  would  have  been  impracticable. 

Several  Sub-committees  have  met  on  the 
ground  to  inspect  and  consider  various  local 
drainage  schemes  at  South  Hetton,  Seaton, 
Thornley,  Wheatley  Hill  and  Haswell.  Local  water 
supplies  and  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Streets 
Works  Improvement  Act  for  several  villages  have 
received  similar  treatment.  * The  adoption  of  new 
By-laws  and  the  Prnport  of  the  Select  Committee  on 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  Amend- 
ment Bill  have  also  been  the  subject  of  consideration 
by  Special  Sub-committees.  Numerous  other  minor 
local  matters  have  been  also  treated  and  decided 
upon.  New  Building  By-laws  have  after  very 
mature  consideration  been  adopted  and  are  now 
awaiting  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

Nuisances. — Under  the  Public  Health  Act  ten 
formal  notices  by  order  of  your  Authority  were 
served:  four  for  Water  Supply;  two  each  for 
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Lodging-  Houses  and  Animals  Improperly  Kept; 
one  each  for  Cowsheds  and  House  Drainage.  389 
written  informal  notices  were  served  by  your 
Inspector  for  the  following  discovered  conditions  : 
Dwelling  Houses,  foul  condition,  57,  structural 
defects,  31,  overcrowding,  4;  Lodging  Houses, 
for  limewashing  and  ventilation,  4 ; Cowsheds, 
ventilation  and  cleansing,  6 ; Slaughter  Houses, 
offal  and  dirty  conditions,  9 ; Ashpits  and  Privies 
overcharged,  83  ; Deposits  of  refuse  and  manure 
too  near  to  road  or  houses,  30  ; Defective  Yard 
Paving,  7 ; House  Drainage,  defective  traps  and 
bad  setting,  21,  no  disconnection  from  sewers,  3, 
blocked  drains,  43  ; Water  Supply,  6 ; Pigsties  too 
near  to  house,  4;  Animals  Improperly  Kept,  4;  other 
nuisances,  77.  All  these  were  attended  to  or  are 
receiving  attention. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Removal. — This 
is  mostly  effected  by  the  dry  ashpit  and  privy 
attached  to  cottages  and  workmen’s  houses.  To 
the  newer  houses  the  ash-closet,  which  does  not 
permit  of  much  accumulation,  is  being  increasingly 
adopted  and  conversion  of  old  conveniences  to 
these  is  encouraged  as  far  as  possible.  The  work 
of  scavenging  and  cleansing  for  the  whole  district 
is  now  undertaken  by  your  Council.  It  is  let  out 
to  contractors  and  is  generally  fairly  well  done 
under  the  watchfulness  of  your  Inspector,  though  in 
two  cases  at  Thornlev  and  Hesleden  the  contractors 
had  to  be  mulcted  in  the  costs  of  assistance  for 
neglect.  Attention  to  sewers,  cesspools,  tanks  and 
filters  remains  in  the  hands  of  your  permanent  staff. 
A large  amount  of  this  work  is  now  done  and  keeps 
slowly  but  steadily  increasing  with  advantage  to 
health  and  comfort.  Along  with  this  there  is  an 
increase  of  nuisances  from  blocked  drains  that 
might  easily  be  avoided  by  a little  care  on  the  part

of  occupiers.  When  the  public  are  educated  to 
recognise  their  duties  in  co-operating  with  your 
efforts  for  their  benefit  the  sanitary  defects  of  the 
district  will  be  much  ameliorated.  I refer  partic- 
ularly to  the  careless  deposit  of  ashes  and  refuse 
outside  ashpits,  allowing  children  to  defaecate  any- 
where at  their  pleasure,  and,  worst  of  all,  throwing 
slops  on  to  footpaths.  A few  prosecutions  for  these 
violations  of  the  By-laws  would  act  more  powerfully 
than  copious  posting  of  notices. 

Public  urinals  have  been  erected  in  different 
parishes,  involving  considerable  extra  work  on  the 
part  of  your  staff  in  obtaining  urban  powers  from 
the  Local  Government  Board  in  acquiring  the  land 
necessary  and  in  erecting  the  urinals. 

Lodging  Houses. — There  are  three  of  these  in 
the  district,  two  at  Easington  and  one  at  Shotton. 
They  are  regularly  inspected  One  notice  was 
served  for  insanitary  condition  of  the  house  and 
a notice  for  improper  management  on  the  part 
of  the  keeper.  No  case  of  infectious  disease 
occurred  in  any  of  them,  but  there  are  some- 
times unregistered  houses  which  are  not  easily 
discovered  to  which  cases  of  infection  have  been 
traced. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — 
A Committee  was  appointed  for  the  control  of  these 
and  a special  Report  was  made  to  it  by  your 
Medical  Officer  as  to  the  supervision  of  these  in 
the  district  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  By-laws  for 
the  same,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  enteric  fever  as  affected  by  the 
water  supply  to  these  premises,  not  only  for 
drinking  but  also  for  the  washing  and  cleansing  of 
utensils  used  in  connection  with  milk  supply.  The 
steady  improvement  in  this  direction  since  your 
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Council  took  over  the  supervision  was  there  noted 
as  satisfactory.  At  the  request  of  Sanitary  Author- 
ities of  Boroughs  receiving  milk  from  dairy  farms 
in  this  district  many  special  inspections  and 
enquiries  were  made  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
dairies  and  the  possibility  of  infection  from  them, 
and  in  no  single  instance  could  any  infectious 
disease  be  discovered  to  exist  or  be  in  connection 
with  the  milk  supply.  Two  statutory  notices  were 
served  for  the  improper  condition  of  cowsheds  at 
farms.  The  number  of  registered  premises  has 
been  increased  during  the  year  by  one,  and  two 
applications  for  registration  were  refused  owing  to 
the  defective  condition  of  the  cowsheds. 

Slaughter  Houses. — These  are  inspected 
under  the  head  of  ordinary  nuisances.  No  struc- 
tural defects  have  been  noted  but  nine  notices  for 
dirty  condition  of  premises  were  served. 

Hospitals,  Infectious  Diseases  and  Preven- 
tion.— Enquiry  systematically  made  after  notification 
of  infectious  cases  continues  to  afford  the  greatest 
means  of  discovering  conditions  likely  to  originate  or 
spread  disease.  Disinfection  of  houses  is  frequently 
performed  by  your  Inspector.  Disinfectants  are 
freely  distributed  to  infected  houses  with  instruc- 
tions for  their  use.  House-to-house  visitation  often 
discovers  conditions  of  personal  dirtiness  difficult 
to  deal  with.  A considerable  amount  of  infection 
difficult  to  trace  is  due  to  tramps.  Any  legislation 
towards  the  diminution  of  this  system  would  be 
a gain.  The  influence  of  school  attendance  in 
spreading  disease  cannot  be  doubted,  but  school 
closing  is  a drastic  remedy  with  disadvantage  to 
education.  In  view  of  this  your  Council  have 
recommended  to  the  County  Council  that  all  ele- 
mentary schools  in  the  district  be  thoroughly  and 
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systematically  disinfected  by  that  Authority,  say, 
twice  a year. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  with  twenty  beds  in  four 
wards  has  been  kept  in  readiness  with  a permanent 
staff.  Thirty-four  cases  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  The  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  district 
and  Sedgefield  Rural  District  was  completed,  a 
couple  as  resident  caretakers  and  a Medical  Super- 
intendent appointed.  It  consists  of  two  wards  of 
six  beds  each  with  administrative  block,  all 
necessary  auxiliary  and  outbuildings  requisite  for 
complete  efficiency,  and  is  ready  to  receive  patients. 
There  is  also  accommodation  for  temporary  increase 
of  wards  if  required.  Agreeably  to  the  renewal 
circular  of  the  Local  Government  Board  on  cerebro- 
spinal fever,  a fatal  case  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis 
was  reported  upon,  and  though  no  evidence  of 
infection  could  be  obtained  precautionary  measures 
of  disinfection  were  adopted. 

The  health  of  the  district  may  be  gauged  from 
the  fact  that  the  death  rate  is  the  lowest  on  record 
and  that  in  spite  of  an  unusually  high  mortality  from 
measles  and  whooping-cough.  The  improvement 
in  this  direction  may  be  seen  by  the  changes  in  the 
figures  in  the  last  three  decades. 

The  birth  rate  is  also  the  lowest  on  record. 
The  trend  in  this  direction  may  also  be  judged  by 
comparing  the  rates  for  the  three  past  decades. 
As  usual,  it  was  lowest  in  the  agricultural  parts  of 
the  district,  Castle  Eden  group,  26*60,  and  highest 
in  the  industrial,  Shotton,  39*33. 

The  illegitimate  births  were  1*29  per  thousand 
of  population,  fractionally  higher  than  the  previous 
year  but  still  below  England  and  Wales.  The  ratio 
of  male  births  from  71  and  61,  the  two  previous 
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years,  was  lowered  to  54  per  cent.  The  most 
interesting  and  gratifying  feature  is  that  the 
infantile  mortality  was  only  147,  9 per  cent,  lower 
than  that  for  the  legitimate  births. 

The  population  has  increased  6*4  per  cent,  on 
the  previous  year  and  22’4  per  cent,  on  the  average 
for  the  previous  decennium.  Owing  principally  to 
the  opening  of  new  pits  and  the  re-opening  of  old 
ones  the  population  has  increased  30  per  cent, 
since  last  census  and  is  still  rising. 

The  following  table  shews  the  chief  vital 
statistics  for  1907  and  their  comparison  with  those 
for  the  administrative  County  per  thousand  of 
population : —

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS 


ACT,  1901. 


I have  to  report  on  the  administration  of  this 
Act  during  the  year  that  the  work  of  inspection 
has  been  conducted  as  previously.  Every  Factory, 
Workshop  or  working  place  on  the  register  has 
been  visited  at  least  once  a year,  and  where  females 
or  young  persons  are  employed,  oftener.  The 
tabular  form  accompanying  this  report  records  the 
number  of  inspections  and  anything  observed 
worthy  of  notice.  These  have  not  been  of  great 
importance  nor  has  any  grave  violation  of  the  Act 
been  discovered.  There  have  been  three  names 
removed  from  the  register,  and  beyond  the  addition 
of  a laundry  there  is  little  change. 

FACTORIES. — The  number  of  these  is  the 
same  and  the  sanitary  conditions  under  which 
they  are  conducted  are  satisfactory  in  all  where 
occupation  is  constant. 

WORKSHOPS. — Reductions  have  been  made 
in  these  and  others  have  been  added  when  dis- 
covered. They  are  never  voluntarily  notified. 
Sanitary  arrangements  when  persons  of  both  sexes 
are  employed  continue  to  be  satisfactory.  No  case 
of  infectious  disease  has  been  found  in  any  domestic 
workshop. 
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Bakehouses. — One  formerly  on  the  register  is 
closed  and  another  larger  and  more  important  has 
been  added,  not  connected  with  a dwelling  house 
and  satisfactorily  conducted. 

Home  Work. — The  circular  from  the  Census 
of  Production  Office  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was 
received  and  duly  attended  to  by  your  Clerk. 

Workplaces. — These  have  been  found  to  be 
satisfactorily  conducted  as  heretofore.
